Attack Feared,

YOUR GOLDFISH. 


What pretty things goldfish are. 
Some are quite red in colouring, 
jothers have patches of black, A 
eertain kind of “goldfah” is a 
‘beautiful shining silver, and Japan- 
exe yoldfish, as they are called, have 
tails and fins like trailing pleces of 
gauze, 

Jf you want your goldfish to be 
healthy figh and dfve a long time 
,you must look after them well in a 
‘ Gugnunely way. The water In thelr 

bowl ought to be changed once a 
day. Fresh water splashing out 
of a tap contains a lot of air and 
that is good for the fish. 

Never touch them with your 
hands, the warmth kills the poor 
things. “Make a Iittla net of ao 
mualin bag gathered on to a round 
wire top, which you can dip into the 
bowl to catch the goldfish and hold 
them safe while the water ia 
emptied. But don't keep them out 
too long. 

Don't fill the water to the brim. 
Goldfish give sudden Nttle jumps 
sometimes and might hop right out 
if they swam up to the top. 

Get a little water weed from the 
same shop where the bowl! of gold- 
fish js bought. It helps to keep tho 

water fresh. If the bow! is a big 

one you might also find some other 

smull water plants with their roots

He is not willing merely to wear the mantle 
of others who have given a life study to the question of how to 
regenerate China and bring her really into line with the Great 


Powers. 


True, he talks of tht present Canton regime being guided 


by the principles of the Kuomintang as laid down by the late Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen, Beyond that, apparently all that tho leaders of China 
have been trying to do since the centre of government was trans- 
ferred to Nanking is all wrong and not in strict accord with what 
Mr. Eugene Chen waquld have done had he been Foreign Minister. 
He claims that the rendition of the Concession in Hankow was 
“deliberately planned” by himself and other Kuomintang leaders, 
“this being the only weapon-that China could use for she had no 


warships and no armies” with which to enforce her wishes. 


As to 


the status of China being sufficient pt the moment to give effect to 
‘any decree for the abolition of .dktrality he claims that China's 
civil code is “one of the most modern legislative systems in the 


world” — 


but—and it is a big but—he- ‘Ndmits that some portions of 


the Chinese legal system are medigoval, -hinting (not promising 
definitely) that one of the first steps of the ‘new Canton Govern- 
ment, when it attains full power and control, will be to examine 
that system and, if it is found necessary (why. that “if?”) to re- 


vise and amend it. 


For this task the assistance of foreign experts 


might (not shall, be it noted) be enlisted in order that China’s 
legal system might compare more favourably with international 


Surely this is next door to a candid admission that, some por- 


tions of the legal system being mediaeval, it is high time that 


steps were taken to ensure that it docs compare “more favourably” 


with international law! 


As to all the hot air about an “epic” plan for the regeneration 
“of Chinn the sponsor may well be Mr, Eugene Chen, but the ori- 


ginator is certainly not one of Chinese birth or origin. 


He declares 


that the pexsunt and not the poliician ig the real ruler of the coun- 
try and that if it were possible to cultivate two acres of rico whero 
formerly only one was planted the idea of imitating the Sovict Five 
Year Plan. might find favour with some of tha Chinese idealists. 
All his talk and all his plans, though, are directed, firstly, against 
Chiang Kai-shek and, secondly against the forelgner who will only 
be welcomed in the guise of a financier and capitalist. Eliminate 
Chiang Kai-shek, and — if possible — the forelyner, and Messrs. 
Eugene Chen & Co. will inaugurate the dawn of a new era the like 
of which will bo impogsibla for ten thousand years without them!

PORT “OF "GLASGOW. LESSONS OF FAR EAST} BUT. HE PAID UP. 


“The ‘Romantic’ Story of 
Its Development, 


1740 AND NOW. 

Much of the value attnched to 
a port may be attributed to its 
geographical position, and amonit 
the ports of Britain none is 
better placed in this respect for 
the economic serving of their re- 
spective populations than the 
port of Glasgow, states an arti- 
cle in the British Coasting an 
Nerr Trades Shipowners’ Asso- 
cintion circular, ™~ 

Within its economic aren, con- 
tinues the article, comprising the 
whole of Scotland, the North of 
Ireland, and the North of Eny- 


land as far south as Newcastle, it! 
baaca population of some six mil- 


Vions of people, and wkat— is 


“cqually impertant, a vast indus- 


tind aren engaged in the produc 
tion nnd manufacture of all kinds 
of engincering, shipbuilding, iron 
and stecl manufactures, textiles, 

rubber soods, chemicals, and 9 
hundred and one other interests, 
allied with the heavy industrics 
of Scotinnd, alt of which have 
grown as the river Clyde-has de- 
veloped, the whole going forward 
together, the progress and de- 
velopment of cach being built up 
gn the other. : 

Much has been written of 
Glasgow's past history, and the 
romantic story of Its develop- 
ment and growth since 1707; the 
difficulties of deepening and 
straightening the water course, 
filling up channels, and the re- 
moval of smull islands, In hose 
days the Clyde was a shoilow, 
tortuous strenm, capable of float- 
ing only the smallest of craft, 
drawing 2/3 feet of water. 

It is a far cry hack to 1740, 
when the first attempts were 
made towsrds  deepaniny the 
river, or even back to the days 
of 1812 when the ‘proneer of 
steam navigation—Henry Bell’s 
Comet -= was built at Port 
Glusyow and went aground at 
Renfrew, five miles from Gins- 
gow, drawing only 4 feet of 
water. 


Henry Bell's Comet. 


Could Henry Bell revisit the 

seones of his carly triumphs, 
what a comparison. there would 
‘be to offer! In place of his little 
Comet, only 43 feet in length, of 
80 tons burden, and 3 h.p., he 
would see ocean-going leviathans 
passing up and down what has 
now become a world renowned 
waterway, carrying produce and 
merchandise to ond from all 
parts of the world. Within less 
than a mile of witre the Comet 
grounded, he would view the 
river, where, in 1913, the Aqui- 
tania, over 900 feet, in length, 
with a rosa registered tonnage 
of 45,647, and propelling ma- 
chincry .of 60,000 h.p., was 
launched where also, from the 
same shipyard, the largest war- 
ship in the world — the Hood— 
was launched in 1918; and where, 
in the near future, will be Iaunch- 
ed the giant Cunarder, the con- 
tract for which has been placed 
with Messrs, John Brown and 
Co. which vessel, it is con- 
fidently hoped, will regain for 
Britain the blue riband of the 
Atlantic, at present held by 
Germany. 
- History recalls that the Clyde 
Trustees granted Henry Belt an 
annuity of £100 in 1812 to sup- 
port und encourage him in his 
development of steam navigation, 
and in that they were almost 
none. Contrast this with the 
fact that in the Inst three yenra 
one steamship company alone, 
the Canadian Pacific, has had 
launched for them new tonnage 
totalling 216,615 of magnificent 
liners, ranging from’ 2,000 to 
42,000 tons ench, representing 
with the money expended on re 
pair work of other vessels since. 
the War, a total expenditure on 
the Clyde of some 29 millions of 
money, 

One can only imagine what the 
feelings of Henry Bell would be 
to see to-day the wonderful 
transformation and progress 
which has been made in convert- 
ing a mere stream into a great 


navigable waterway linking up]. 


Glasgow with every quarter of 
the globe. 

All this has been made passi- 
ble by the dredger. Something 
like £2,000,000 has beer expend- 
ed by the truatees of the port in 
dredging the river Clyde, and the 
average annual. maintenance 
dredging today totals ap 
proximately £68,000,

aster at home. 

“The disparity between the prices 
of British manufastures and the 
manufactures of cur competitors ia, 
in our viow, excessive. 

“Production and all other coats 
muat therefore be reduced until the 
prices of Britinh goods rench once 
more a competitive level, : 

“At that level the natural advan- 
tiges we pouseas in world trade—the 
skill of aur artificera, the good will 
o¢ our fellow-countryimen overseas, 
the convenience of our trading 
stations, our shipping and financial 
pre-omlnence, and ovr good name 
will rensgert themuelyes, and we may 
look for a renewal of prosperity. 

“That such a policy will require 
sacrifices by all classes of the com- 
munity jn Great Britain there ia no 
doubt. 

“Between voluntary — ancrifices, 
however, made now in a national 
effort towards a prosperous future 
and anerifices which disaster will 
force upon us if we fail to make this 
effort, there la no question as to 
what. the chaice should be.

Manita well enough, I think, 
| there ia no “Dart Street.” In fact, 
the namo “strect” ig never uscd in 
Manila, it is alwaya the Spanish 
“enlle.” . 

1 also learned from other 
patients of the hospital who had 
acen tho Count’s visitor that ho is 
not Spanish but Filipino, One of 
my informants also aeserted that 
the Filipino had twice got into the 
hands of the Police for similar 
awindtes ‘In less than six months’ 
residence jn Macao. 

The Count communicated with 
the Polico as soon ne these dis- 
caveries were made, and, although 
the move was somewhat late, if the 
Filipino had nat skipped it to Can- 
ton or Hong Kong, I feel confident 
that ho will soon renow his nc- 
quaintence with the Macno Police.

RIOD OF SATISFACTION. 


[By Fu k B. Killlan, Chief Automotive Engineer, Vacuum Oil Co.] 


Passenger cars are subject to 
much more wear in the four 
coldest months of winter than in 
the other cight months of the 
year, Motorists drove, on the 
average, twice as fast Inst winter, 
as they did ten years ago. En- 
vines were heated from nenr- 
zero or below-zero temperatures 
at starting to as much ns 180- 
degree crankcase oil temperature 
within half an hour. 

Motorists are now taking ccr- 
tain simple precautions to insure 
yood operation in spring and 
summer. They consist largely of 
mensures taken 1o repair the 
effects of winter driving or a 
winter in storage. Carefree 
driving throughout the year de- 
penda largely on these little steps 
taken now. a Ne 

It is a paradox concerning 
automobiles that the season when 
they -generally get the least use 
is the time when they wear the 
most. The grentest trials of a 
car, for p number of reasons, are 
during winter operation. 

Think of a car owner starting 
his engine on a freezing morning, 
the mercury in the thermometer 
down out of sight, and then pic- 


ture him ten minutes later, 
speeding along a concrete high- 
‘sway at 40 to 50 miles an hour, 
In winter, the dilution of oil is 
greatest. Dilution results when 
gasoline passes by the pistons 
into the crankcase, Because of 
the cold weather, the gasoline 
does not vaporise as completely 
ng in summer. As a result it 
fails to burn ‘completely, and 
what is left above the piston 
seeps down into the crankense, 
where it mixes with and impairs 
the quality of the off, An im- 
portant cnuse of increased dilu- 
tion in the winter is the greater 
use of the choke In starting, made 
necessary by low temperatures. 
Metal Fragments Pollute Oil. 
Thin off results in greater 
wenr of cylinders, piston rings, 
pistons, crank shaft, connecting 
rods and wrist pin bearings. As 
n reault of this wear, small metal 
frngments are torn away: from 
the wearing surfaces and get 
into the .oil stream where they 
are carried through the engine, 
producing still more wear. High 
quality oil, frequent changes of 
oil, and prudence in such details 
of car operation as the limited

The metal particles mentioned 
nbove settle out in the form of 
insoluble matter which must be 
removed when preparing the car 
for spring and summer by drain- 
ing the crankcase, after which 
fresh ofl of the proper grado for 
aummer operation should be sup- 
plied. ‘ 
All that has been said of the 

engine holds true to on even 

grenter degree of the transmis- 
sion and differential. which also 
need new oil for spring and sum- 
mer driving. As much, care 
should he taken to supply the 
proper grade of lubricant here as 
for the crankcase. It is obvious 
that of] recommended for the 
crankcase of a particular car is 
not necessarily suitable for lubri- 
| enting the whole car. It is equal- 
ly true that wear is increased 
when oil or grense, not especial- 
ly. designed for the work it has 
to do, is used in differential or 
transmission. The proper grade 
may be determined by consulting 
a chart, such as the Mobiloil 
chart, which has been compiled 
con the bast, of years of engineer- 
ing knowledge by a manufacturer 
of high grade lubricants. 

Tf a quality oil ts used, suit- 
nble precautions taken in operat- 
ing the engine, and attention 
given to necessary crankcase 
draining and of] replenishment, 
satisfactory operation should go 
on almost indefinitely. 

Crankcase Rules. 

The rules are simple. 

that follow refer. only to the 

| crankease. Suggestions regard- 
ing the transmission and differen- 
tial, and for lubricating the 
chassis, will be given in Jater 
articles. : 

For proper care of the crank- 
cage: 

Drain winter oil from the 
crankcase after the engine has 
been running for fifteen minutes 
or more. This will thin any con~ 

| genled oil that may he present 

and will permit the oil to drain 
more freely and completely. Be 
sure to let. the crankcase drain 
thoroughly before replacing the 
drain plug. If the crankcase ia 
drained when the engine is hot, 
as suggested above, any foreign 
matter present in the oil will be 
carried off. 

In removing contaminated oil, 
kerosene should never be used to 
Sush the ofl reservoir. Some of 
it is certain to be trapped in the 
splash troughs or other pockets 
in the crankease, remaining there 
to dilute the fresh oil put In. It 
is desirable to flush the erank- 
case with a quart of fresh oil, if 
flushing is necessary. . 

When the crankcase has been 
drained and the drain plug re- 
placed, it should be filled 
‘vith the proper grade of high 
quality oil, such as Mobiloil, de- 
termined for your car from a re- 
putable oil manufacturer's chart 
of recommendations, In this 
connection, it is important to re-

“| member that the effectiveness of 


lubrication, and consequently the 
safeguarding of your car de- 
pends, not on colour or body, but 
on the methods employed in 
making the oil. Good oil is made, 
not found. Its real lubricating 
qualities are! put into it by an 
experienced and reliable manu- 
facturer. -

NEW RACING BOAT. 

Miss Betty Carstairs, the well- 
known wornan speedhoat pilot, 
has just built at her private yard 
at Cowes, a remarknble new rac« 
ing hydroplane to compete 
against the Americans at tho 
Southampton Motor Boat Weck, 
beginning on July 18. : 

According to The Motor Bont, 
“Newg II,” as the new craft is 
named, is 21 feet long with a 
beam of & feet 444 inches. The 
engine is an eight-cylinder b1/- 
litre Gray unit developing 146 
b.h.p. and the power is transmit- 
ted to the propeller through an 
epicyclic gearbox and a forward 
vee drive. Dual rudders are fit- 
ted, one forward and the other 
aft in the usual position, and 
these are interconnected so that 
they operate in unison. The en- 
gine is protected frum flying 
spray by a deep coaming and a 
canvas cover on light spreaders, 
which will also serve as a partial 
cover ‘to the occupants of the aft 
cockpit. 

Two boats sre algo being built 
ut Southampton to compete in 
thiy important race, one being 
for Mr. H.-Scott-Paine, the pre- 
sent holder, and the other for 
Mr. White. It is probable that 
the Americans will send three 
boats over from the. States to 
mnke a determined attempt to re- 
gain the trophy. 


ASBESTOS BOAT. 


Three of the most important 
motor manufacturing concerns in 
Britain are carfying out private 
tents of an entirely now type of 
motor body made of asbestos, 
specially good for the tropics, be- 
cause theae are heat resisting.

Tho winning Willys Six covered 
the gruelling mountain route of 
12 1/3 miles in 24 minutes, 18 1/6 
ecconds. This establishes a new 
Pikes Peak record for cara selling 
under $1,000. The second Willys 
Six waa clocked in 26 minutes, 18 
Beconda, 

Whon the frat car took off on its 
mad dash up the rock bound sido of 
the famous mount, more than 16,000 
peraons fined the course from 
Crystal Creek Canyon to the finish 
line at the summit. 

Dashing acrdss tho starting line 
at Cryatal Creck Canyon, 9,150 fect 
above sea level, the Willys Six be- 
gan the dangerous and gruelling 
race against timc—a race which Is 
recognised os one of the sternest 
teats of a enr’s power, speed, inbuilt 
stumina and safety, E 

Into the ‘flnts” of the lower 
ranges the Willys Six Mashed around 
curve after curve and the steady 
hum of its 65-horsepower engine 
echoed back through the massive 
vanyons. With the frat five-miles 
out of the way, the car whirled past 
Glen Cove where thousands had 
gathered to witness the famoud 
classic, ‘ 

From that point on every inch of 
the way becomes more dificult and 
hazardous and is recognised by 
veteran Pikes Peak drivers aa the 
moat gruelling part of the route. In 
those upper reaches where tho 
grades aro steepest, the Willys Six 
continued Its steady climb with tha 
powerful engine responding to every 
demand of the driver, 

‘Four miles from the finish line the 
car entered upon the most thrilling 
part of the race—negotlating the 
famous Pikes Peak “switchbacks.” 
The “switchbacks” are o serics of

A “MUNICIPAL” MATTER. 


General Committee of the Kow- 
loon = Residents’ Associntion, 
many items of interest to tho 
Peninsula in’ general were dis- 
cussed, 


The primary business before 
the meeting was n report from 
the special sub-committee ap- 
pointed last month to investigate 
the question of bathing facilltica 
in Kowloon, with particular re- 
ference to the’ provision of bath- 
Ing pools, The Committee re- 
ported that the only . beaches 
available for public . bathing 
within rensonnble distance of the 
urban areas were those at Tai 
Wan and Laichikok, and even if 
these beaches were equipped with 
‘facilitics for bathing they would 
still fall far short of the needs of 
the Peninsula in this very im- 
portant public utility. Reference 
wan made. to the fact that over 
3,000 people had attended the re- 
cent opening of 2 private bath- 
ing club matashed at North 
Point, and this evidence of the 
popularity of sea bathing among 
the community commented on. 


The sub-committee had the 
benefit of expert technical advice 
as to the construction of bathing 
pools, and had formed the opin- 


ion that these represent the only |, 


method ‘of providing the large 
population of Kowloon with ade- 
quate facilities for sen water 
bathing. They, therefore, 
commend the provision of at 
Jenst three of these pools, one in 
{he vicinity of Kowloon Point, 
one on the West and one on the 
East side of the Peninsula; it 
wos agreed to submit this pro- 
posn! to Government, pointing 
out that the provision of public 
bathing facilities, especially in a 
community where they can be 
grranged for so easily and are 
practically n necessity, was un- 
doubtedly a municipal ‘matter, 
and that financial stringency 
should not be allowed to stand in 
the way, as the expenditure 
would be almost entirely a dollar, 
as opposed to a sterling, commit- 
ment, and could be financed by 
means of a loan just as.municipal 
bodies do at Home. 


The opinton was expressed 
that even if charges for the use 
of such pools were kept at nomin- 
al figures, the scheme would un- 
doubtedly finance itself in time.

RESCUE WORK. 


Shipowner’s Tribute To 
Pilot Apprentices. 


Two young apprentices of the 
Humber Pilotage Service, J O 
Stephenson and C. Storkr, and 
Cuptain J. Spence, master of the 
pilot-cutter J. H. Fisher, were 
given ailver cigarette cases for 
rescuing seventeen men from the 
steamer Tern on the night of 
March 7 when the vessel was at 
the point of sinking at the mouth 
of the Humber estuary, after be 
ing in collision with another 
steamer. The Tern sank almost 
immediately after the two ap- 
prentices had made their third 
journey in o motor lifeboat and 
succeeded in rescuing . tho full 
crew. 


In making the presentation, 
Mr. W. J. McAlister, chairman 
of the General Steam Navigation 
Company, Ltd., ownegs of the 
Tern, recalled Low, after. the ue 
cident to the Tern arid in re 
‘sponse to its crew’s signals of 
distress. the Humber pilot-cutter 
J. ut. Fisher hac gone to their 
assistance. By the time the 
cutter got near, he sald, the 
Tern was almost submerged, 
heavy seas continually breaking 
over her. In spite of the wild 
weather prevailing, the two 
young apprentices pluckily put 
off with Captain Spence ‘in the 
J. H.° Fisher’a motor lifeboat, 
and managed to get alongslde tha 
steamer, taking off oight of the 
crew, whom they brought to the 
pilot-cutter. Another trip was 
made, and a further six men 
were taken off; and yet again

4 Refusal to Canton. 

Nanking, June 12 

General Chen Ming-chu, at 
the head of the Chiang and Tsai 
divisions, the best fighting: units 
of the national army. has replied 
to the telegram of June 8 .from 
the opposition leaders at Canton, 
refusing to associate himacif 
with the movement to con:pel the 
resignation of President Whiang 
Kai-shek, according to a telegram 
received this afternoon from 
Kanchow, his headquarters, 

Following the despatch of his 
reply to Canton, General Chen 
assumed the office of Field Com- 
mander of the Right Wing Forces 
for the Suppreasion of the Com- 
munists. He intends to stay in 
Kanchow pending the arrival of 
Commander-In-Chief Chiang Kai- 
shek. 

General Chen's reply to the 
opposition leaders, which has at- 
tracted much attention, review- 
ed the events prior to the de- 
velopment of the Canton situa- 
tion. He thought that the civil 
strife after the resignation of 
Mr. Hu Han-min from the pre- 
sidency of the Legislative Yunn| 
could be avoided, and so he made 
an extensiva inspection tour in 
various districts, During the 
trip he laurned of the plot of Geu- 
eral Chen Chi-tang to start a dis- 
turbance. and was finally con- 
pelled to leave Kwangtung. 

“Only Too Plain.” 

In regard to. the demand of 
the opposition lenders for the 
resignation of President Chiang 
Kai-shek, General Chen, said in 
reply that {t was too plain that 
they would not be able to keep 
peace and preserve order and 
evolve a truly democratic form of 
government.based upon the party 
principles should their w'eh be 
gratified. He added that even 4 
child “of -three ‘years. old knows 
that after tha resignaticn of 
President Chiang the opposition 
leaders would not be able to put 
down the Communist uprisings.
